long with it; ſo I am in Hopes, that it will be no 


diſagreeable Amuſement to the Reader, before we 
come to the RADDLES themſelves, to prefix a Diſ- 
courſe concerning Anigma*s or RI DDULES in gene- 
ral; whereby it may appear, from the Antiquity, 
- Ufeftuinefs, and Univerſality of this fort of Exer- 
ciſe, that the preſent undertaking will not be loo 
upon ſo mean and trifling, as by the captious Deſpi- 
ers of the Defiens.of wilers may at firſt Sight bo 
Afprebendeds [TEE Wb 3 13. $43 
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Of Ainigma's.. 

N Enigma, or Riddle, is 2 dark Deſcrigtivn 
of Things clear and well known, to be ex- 
plain'd for the Exerciſe and Diverſion of 


the Mind. What was 24 Fault in thoſe antient 
Painters, whoſe Pictures were fo drawn, that Men 


were oblig d to aſk what they were, is an extream 


Perfection in an Ainjgma, principally when the 
way of darkning the plaineſt Things is ſo ingeni- 


ous and Beautiful, that it ſometimes ſtrikes, the 


Soul with Admiration, while we pleaſingly won- 
der to ſee how it was poſſible to lay, as it Were, a 
Veil before the Sun. | 

All Ages have much efteem'd thoſe "leaking 2nd 
innocent Surpriſals; and they muſt never have 
read Foſephus, Her odlotus, Plutarch, and Epictetus, 
who do not know that AMnigmatick Queſtions have 
formerly been the Diverſion of Princes and Philo- 


ſophers. All know that the Queen of Sheba pro- 
posd ſome to the wiſeſt of Kings. Books are full 


of thoſe ingenious Difcourſes, and ſhew us how _ 
in the midſt of Games and F eaſts, ſome of thoſe 
great Men, never to let the Faculty of the Soul be 


idle, ſeeing God hath kindled it in us like a Fire, 


whoſe Property is inceſſantly to Act, join'd the 


Pleaſures of the Mind ty thoſe of the Senſes, and 


admitted of no Recreation without Wit. In that 


time, inſtead of vicious and fooliſh, the Magnifi- 


cence of the Great was vertuous and learned. 
Thus, ſince there have been learned Princes, 


Poe and We Tnigna's have been in 
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ii | Of ZEnigma's. 

Requeſt, there being nothing more natural to Man, 
than to offer and folve difficult Queſtions, affecting 
by that ſome Recommendation of Wit above the 
reſt. We muſt not therefore imagine that Ainioma's 
were invented by the Greeks, tho' they gave them 


that Name. They us'd Arts and Sciences as Con- 


querors do vanquiſh'd Nations, and chang'd the 
Appellation of what they uſurp'd. The Etymo- 
logy of the Word Ainigma being taken from a 
Greek Verb, which ſignifies 20 darken, and hide; 


all dark Diſcourſes, puzzling Queſtions, and, e- 


ven, Parables, and ſome Proverbs have paſs'd for 
Anigma's; nay, whatever obſcurely bears the J- 
mage of {ome Object, is ſometimes ſaid to be its 
Enigma. And Cardinal Cuſa names the Sun and 
the World thus, becauſe they repreſented God. 
In this Sence Geometrical Figures, as the Pyramid 


and the Circle, by which Plato did uſe to diſcribe 


the Properties of Fire and of the Soul, are call'd 
Anigmata Refitudinis, But I do not treat here of 
theſe ſort of Enigma g. FS ik RS: 
All the Productions of Nature or Art, either 
ſingle or compound, may be the Subject of Ænig- 
mas, provided they are generally known; for 
what Wit wou'd there be in darkning what is al- 


ready ſo in it ſelf? And ſo methinks, that moſt. 


abſtracted and myſtical Things are not the moſt 
proper, having generally more need to be enlight- 
ned than obſcurd. I need not ſay, That they 
ought to be on modeſt Subjects, for all Men muft 
know, that to corrupt the Purity of the Muſes is 
a kind of Sacriledge; and that Greek who made 
o ne on that the Latins call Podex, hath, methinks, 
eatail d a perpetual Diſgrace on his Memory. Nei- 


ther 
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Of. Anigma's. + 
ther can what we call Privations, as Death, Blind- 
neſs, Deafneſs, G c. be admitted as fit Subjects, 
ſince they cannot be repreſented but by contrary 
Forms, giving a Being to what has none. 
Mixt or complex Anipma's, ought always to 
conſiſt of ſuch Bodies as naturally joyn together, 


2s the Vines and the Elm, the Iron and the Load- 


flone, the Ivy and the Wall, &c. And thoſe alſo 
might be us'd, which, being the Inſtruments of 
Arts, are never, in the Action, ſeparated from 
their principal Cauſe; as for Example, the Lute, . 
or the Pencil, in the Hands of the Misſician, or the 


Painter. There are but few tolerable of that kind 
among the Moderns, and even among the Ancients. 


Plato hath one of an Eunuch, who with a Prumice- 
flone, ſtrikes at Bat that was on the Elder- Tree; 
and Sympoſirs, one of a Blinkard looking on ano- 


ther. Another hath one of a Country-Woman 
fitting on a bunch of Straw, and pounding ſome- 
thing in a Mortar between her Knees, And one 


Beroald hath made one on two Salers playing at 
Dice. What OE dipus cou'd unriddle theſe > But 


| theſe Faults are not only found in complex nig- 


nag, but in many Devices alſo. IE 
Metaphors, continued to an Allegory, are very 


fit Figures to make an Anigme, and if Antitheſes 
are added, the Work is but the more beautiful, as 
becoming more intricate : The Mind is then plea- 
ſingly ſurpriz'd, and what is offer'd, ſeems to us 
impoſſible, and therefore incredible: This is juſti- 
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fy d by Ariſtotle's Authority, who for that Reaſon 


gives the Definition of an Anjema'in his Poetical 
Art, That it is an Oration compos'd of Things 
which appear irreconcileable,and which is alſo made

dark by Metaphors. But we may ſay, that this f : 
| Obſcurity ought to have its Bounds, and require 


a certain Mediocrity. It ought never to be darker 


than a Shadow, nor ſuch as may be Proof againſt 


a leſs Light than that of the Sun; which ought | 


to be obſerv'd, leſt the Metaphors being brought 


from too great a Diſtance, loſe themſelves by the 
way. Much of that kind was the following Rid- 
Ale propos'd to honeſt £ſop. In a great Temple 


is a Pillar that bears up twelve Cities; each City 
is held up by thirty Rafters, which two Women 
conſtantly courſe about, one of whom is black, 
and the other white, By tis Temple, they tell 
us, they mean the World. A pretty large Sub- 
ject for an Anigma! but pray, who would have 
gueſs'd that a Pillar fignified the Lear? or have 
underſtood the monſtrous Imagination of twelve 
Cities in a Temple? I had rather. have plac'd 
twelve Teinples, or at leaſt twelve Chapels in a 
City. What Relation can there be between thirty 


Days and the thirty Rafters of thoſe Cities? And 
by what Aſtronomy can a Man prove that all 
theſe Months are equal? Certainly AZnigma's 
ought to be handled with Attributes and Proprie- 
ties, which a Man of Senſe may underſtand as 
ſoon as he knows their Subject. And they muſt | 
not be Anigma's ſtill after we are told what they 
mean, as many in Greek, the full Explication of 
which | is ſometimes ſo difficult, even after we know | 


for what they were made, that they have often 


puzzled Caſaubon and Giraldus, ſo as to make ö 


them deſpair of Succeſs. 
Though the Ground of Enigma 5 ought to be 
{et off with ſhining CO ſuch as Fi igures are, 
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yet they 3 to agree perfectly; : Wy their 
Shades ought neither to be too fine nor too courſe. 
For 'tis not the greateſt Beauty of an Enigma to 
be dark. And ſince tis defin d by ſome, A Re- 
preſentation of one Thing under the Figure of ang- 
ther, The Poet ought chiefly to ſtudy to give 
beautiful Images; and net do like thoſe who 
have repreſented theirs under ſuch infamous Fi- 
gures, that the Imagination is immediately infect- 
ed with them. Words are like Cloths, thoſe that 
are foul ſhould never cover beautiful Bodies. 
Such Diſcourſes as may bear more than one Ex- 

plication, cannot properly be ſaid to be Ænigma v. 
* was that Oracle that commanded the Athenians 
to ſeek their Satety in Wooden Walls. Some 
parts of an Ænigma may indzed be attributed to 


another Subject than that which it treats of, but 


the whole muſt not; Nay there ought to be al- 

ways ſome notable Difference, as it were eſſential 
to it, by which it may be diſtinguiſh d, fo that it 
may not be too difficult to ſolve it, but after a 
little 2 we may have the Satisfaction 


| of being ſure of its Signification. 


I need not ſpeak of a thouſand trifling 5 of 
Riddle me Rees, which the laſt Ages have pro- 
duc dz they ſeem calculated only for the Meridi- 
an of the Vulgar, and ſo have nothing common 
with thoſe more finiſh'd Riddles, or Ainigma's ;, 


| whoſe Beauty ought to conſiſt as much in the juſt- 


nels of the Thoughts, and the Style. and Dennie - 
tion, as in the Obſcurity. The former Riddles 
ean no more bring a Scandal on the more polite 
Enigma, than Quacks on the Lawful Profeſſors 
of Pþyhck : Tho hobbling Rhythms and courſe 
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vi Of AEnigmas. 
Expreſſions of the former ought to be avoided in 
the latter, which ought to pleaſe by their Stile; 
like thoſe good Paintings, whoſe Colouring, Dra- 
zery, and Finiſhing, we admire, even before we 
E80 what they repreſent, Neither do I eſteem an 
Enigma to be perfect, unleſs it pleaſe more when 
the Word of it is known, than it did before, and is 
read again as a good Deſcription of ſome of tlie 
Works of Art or Nature. Thoſe Alluſions, inno- 
cent Cheats, and continual Allegories, that Arti- 
fice of repreſenting a Subject under the Shape of a- 
nother with ſo much cunning, that what repre- 
{ents it, perſuades us that it is {dmething elſe, thoſe 
Equivocal. Expreſſions that hide a Thing while 
they diſcover it, and that Invention which magni- 
fies and raiſes the leaſt and loweſt Things, and e- 


ven hinders us from ſeeing them, by making them 


appear great and lofty. In ſhort, thoſe Moral ſtrokes 

which ſometimes with one Wordawake the fleep- 

ing Soul, are the tliings which ought to render 

Anigma's, according to the true end of Poetry, 
not only Pleaſant, but Profitable.
